Witnesses told police 
that Lorenz’s boyfriend 
was assaulted, and that 
the assumed kidnapper 
dragged her to a waiting 
vehicle. 

“Certainly, there was an 
assault that occurred,” EPS 
spokesman Jeff Wuite 
said, adding the investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing. “As far as 
what people perceived as 
an abduction, we’re really 
not at liberty to discuss it.” 

The pair turned 
themselves in to Calgary 
police Monday.

Outrage over killing 

Victim of dog attack calls for citywide ban on pit bulls

Deep physical and 
emotional wounds have a 
northeast Edmonton resi¬ 
dent calling for a citywide 
ban on pit bulls, following 
a vicious weekend attack. 

Brent Brownlee was walk¬ 
ing his two miniature 
dachshunds near 69 Street 
and 158A Avenue on Satur¬ 
day afternoon, when he was 
attacked by a pit bull with¬ 
out warning. 


The pit bull killed one of 
Brownlee’s dogs and 
mauled him. He escaped 
the attack with a broken 
bone in his hand and a 
dozen bites on his arms and 
head which may require 
surgeiy. 

“That dog has to go 
down,” said Brent’s wife, 
Carol. “We feel that the 
owner of this dog is not re¬ 
sponsible enough to have a 
dog like that living in a 
neighbourhood full of chil¬ 
dren.”

man Keith Scott said any 
cross-bred pit bull automati¬ 
cally receives a restricted 
city licence, requiring it be 
muzzled and on a leash at 
all times in public, and on a 
chain or in a cage when in a 
yard. 


However, Scott said, pit 
bulls shouldn’t be banned 
outright. 

“It’s not necessarily the 
breed that’s the issue,” Scott 
said. 

“The issue is responsible 
dog ownership.” 

He added the owner of 
the pit bull believed respon¬ 
sible for the attack has se¬ 
cured the dog, and won’t be 
putting it down.

Province's revenues are not expected to recover right away, premier warns

The global recession may 
be coming to an end, but 
Premier Ed Stelmach 
warned yesterday the 
province’s revenues will 
lag for another year or 
two. 

“There’s no question that 


we are facing difficult 
times,” the premier said 
during a news conference 
yesterday. “We face two or 
three challenging years as 
the economy recovers from 
the global recession.” 

Because of Alberta’s 
volatile revenue stream, 
Stelmach said the province 
has put aside close to $25 
billion, including $17 bil¬ 


lion into the Sustainability 
Fund. 

“The Sustainability Fund 
is just like a home bank ac¬ 
count savings fund to deal 
with issues that may come 
up unexpectedly,” Stelmach 
said. “We set the money 
aside to make sure we had 
money in the bank to deal 
with decreases in provincial 
revenues.” 


Liberal MLA Laurie Blalce- 
man was skeptical about 
how long the Sustainability 
Fund will last. 

“A year ago, we were all 
here to hear about the gov¬ 
ernment’s $8.5-billion sur¬ 
plus, and now we’re here to 
hear about an almost $7-bil- 
lion deficit,” Blalceman said. 

Not enough has been set 
aside, Blalceman said. 


“A year ago we had so 
much and the Alberta Liber¬ 
als were begging the gov¬ 
ernment to put money 
away and they absolutely 
scoffed at that,” Blalceman 
said. 

“At the rate they’re going, 
they’re going to run 
through what is in the Sus¬ 
tainability Fund, I would 
say, in a year.”

The sec¬ 
ond boy faces accessory 
charges and will return to 
court on Sept. 30.

PM, Layton meet up 

Harper looking to avoid a fall election

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper was meeting with 
the head of an opposition 
party yesterday afternoon 
as political leaders mulled 
whether to risk forcing an 
early election in coming 
months. 

Harper issued the invita¬ 
tion to Jack Layton, leader 
of the New Democratic 
Party, after Layton suggest¬ 
ed last month that they 
talk before Parliament re¬ 
turns from its summer 
break. 

The governing Conserva¬ 
tive party has only a mi¬ 
nority of seats in the House 
of Commons and needs 
the support of one of the 
three opposition parties to 
stay in power. 

The Conservatives are 
sending out the message 
that the country’s econom¬ 
ic recovery is too fragile to 
risk holding another elec¬ 
tion campaign and possi¬ 


bly changing the govern¬ 
ment so soon after last Oc¬ 
tober’s vote. 

“We’re hearing the Cana¬ 
dian public telling us this 
is a very dangerous time to 
have an election,” Harper 
spokesman Dimitri Soudas 
said. 

Liberal Leader Michael 
Ignatieff, told the Montreal 
newspaper Le Devoir in an 


interview published Mon¬ 
day that an election at this 
point would not create any 
instability. 

“We could have an elec¬ 
tion without endangering 
anything at all. You could 
even say it would be good 
for the country, but that’s 
another story,” Ignatieff 
said.

Marriage rights bill

saga has a tragic, almost 
Shakespearean quality 
that elevates it above what 
one reporter called its 
“grimy glamour.” 

While its seamy details 


have cranked the reality 
TV/tabloid industiy into hy¬ 
perdrive, even threatening 
to replace Michael Jackson’s 
bizarre addictions as the 
lead item, this stoiy says 
something about our times 
and the people caught up in 
them. 

Ryan, from Calgaiy, and 
Jasmine, from Bonny Doon, 
a suburb of Santa Cruz, 
Calif., were once real peo¬ 
ple. 

Ryan worked with his fa¬ 
ther and made real estate 
deals in Canada’s oil capital. 
He gave flying lessons. He 
was accomplished. 


Jasmine, a.k.a. Jasmine 
Lepore, was once an athletic 
girl who loved dogs and 
horses and dreamed of be¬ 
coming an actress. 

Today they are dead. Jas¬ 
mine’s body was found mu¬ 
tilated to hide her identity, 
stuffed in a suitcase and dis¬ 
carded in a park near Los 
Angeles, where it was found 
by a homeless person. Ryan 
was the prime (and appar¬ 
ently only) suspect. On the 
run, he was found dead 
from an apparent suicide in 
a cheap hotel room in 
Hope, B.C. 

Before they died, they 


both caught Hollywooditis, 
which is often fatal. It af¬ 
fects the heart and soul and 
transforms its victims into 
strangers to their loved 
ones and, I suspect, them¬ 
selves. 

Jasmine changed her 
name, got a boob job, posed 
for Playboy and married 
Ryan, a guy she’d known for 
two days in Vegas. Ryan be¬ 
came a professional lounge 
lizard, signing up for “reali¬ 
ty” shows called Megan 
Wants a Millionaire and I 
Love Money 3, both VH1 
productions that wallow in 
greed and soft porn. 


Almost inevitably, these 
two fakes found each other 
and that’s when reality (the 
real thing) set in, like the 
mother of all hangovers. 

It would take Shake¬ 
speare at the height of his 
powers to capture all the 
irony that taints this story. 
At its core, a most bitter 
twist: Although Jasmine’s 
killer — allegedly Ryan — 
pulled her teeth out and cut 
off her fingers to obscure 
her identity, the CSI wizards 
identified her by the serial 
numbers on her breast im¬ 
plants. Even Shakespeare 
would have a tough time 


coming up with that one. 

If there was ever a Romeo 
and Juliet for the reality TV 
generation, this is it, a cau¬ 
tionary tale for people who 
think in 10-second sound 
bites or 140-character 
Tweets, rather than Acts 1, 
2 or 3. The form may be dif¬ 
ferent, but the outcome is 
the same. The lovers end up 
dead and the rest is silence 
... at least until the next ex¬ 
clusive report, after these 
messages from our sponsor.

From fan to phenom

When the Canadian men’s 
hockey team won gold at 
the 2002 Winter Olympic 
Games in Salt Lake City, 
Sidney Crosby celebrated 
as a fan like the rest of us. 

“At the time you felt so 
lucky to witness that,” said 
Crosby after practising on 
a line with Jarome Iginla 
and Rick Nash for the sec¬ 
ond straight day at Team 
Canada’s orientation camp 
in Calgary. “To see the 
whole country celebrate 
the way they did, it was 
pretty awesome.” 

Four years later, Crosby 
was well on his way to a 
102-point campaign as a 
rookie forward with the 


Pittsburgh Penguins, but 
that still didn’t earn him a 
spot on Team Canada for 
the 2006 Games in Turin, 
Italy. 

“Never in a million years 
would I have thought my 
name would be considered 
for that team,” Crosby said. 
“When I wasn’t there, it 
wasn’t a huge shock. I was 
really young and still had a 
lot to prove.” 

Fresh off of a Stanley 
Cup championship with 
the Penguins, Crosby has 
his sights set on helping 
lead Canada to gold next 
February in Vancouver at 
the 2010 Games. 

“It’s a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to be in the 
Olympics in your home 
country,” said Crosby, who 
realizes there will be 



tremendous pressure on 
Canada to rebound from a 
seventh-place showing 
four years ago. “That’s to 
be expected.

(How many folk singers 
does it take to screw in a 
light bulb? Four. One to 
screw in the light bulb.

Like most people, you’re 
probably a bit of both. So 
designers are constantly try¬ 
ing to walk that line be¬ 
tween imagining a fresh 
look, but one that also em¬

The automaker that had 
the hardest time walking 
this line of late has been 
Jaguar. Until quite recent¬ 
ly, its designs didn’t stray 
much from those first en¬ 
visioned by its founder, 
William Lyons.

Acura’s MDX mid-size luxu¬ 
ry crossover (CUV) is part of 
a Canadian success story. 

It is one of three Acura 
vehicles (CSX and ZDX) be¬ 
ing constructed in Alliston, 
Ont., where the Honda

It’s been a win-win for 
eveiyone involved and that 
includes the federal and 
provincial governments 
who never had to worry 
about shelling out money 
to Honda.

Now with the recent pre¬ 
miere of her film Iron 
Road, Tait has finally con¬ 
quered the role of film pro¬ 
ducer as well.

Sierra High Route takes 
hikers far off beaten path

Hiking through a trail-less 
wilderness where cell¬ 
phones don’t work and 
help is days away may not 
be everyone’s idea of a 
great vacation. 

But for those willing to 
find their own way and do 
the hard work of climbing 
into the high country, the 
Range of Light offers the 
rich reward of a constant 
succession of jaw-dropping 
landscapes. 

The eastern California 
mountain chain, made fa¬ 
mous by the 19th-century 
naturalist John Muir and 
photographer Ansel 

Adams, is seen at its best 
from the Sierra High 
Route, a 314-kilometre, 
s outh-to-north j ourney 
that visits the range’s 
peaks, valleys, lakes and 
gorges while avoiding pop¬ 
ular tourist areas. 

Steve Roper, author of 
the only guidebook on the 
route, was so concerned 
about preserving the 
wilderness experience that 
he devised an itinerary 
that avoids trails for about 
half of its length. 

In trail-less sections, hik¬ 
ers must use map and a 
compass (or GPS, if they in¬ 
sist) to navigate rocky pass¬ 
es, cross the snow fields 
that linger long into sum¬ 
mer, wade through rivers 
and creeks, and pick their 
way through fields of boul¬ 
ders known as taluses. 

And they won’t get a 
whole lot of help from

and over a pass during a 
hailstorm in late July. 

A difficult section of 
about a mile was rendered 
by just one three-line sen¬ 
tence in the guidebook, 
forcing a party of four to 
simply figure it out. 

We finally crested the 
pass to find the view we 
wanted to see — a magnifi¬ 
cent panorama over the 
nearby Bench Canyon. 

Our destination was also 
confirmed by a small stone 
cairn left by previous hik¬ 
ers, although such land¬ 
marks offend Roper as a vi¬ 
olation of the wilderness, 
so he encourages readers 
to destroy them. 

We carried 40-pound 
backpacks as high as 112 
metres, endured lung-bust¬ 
ing climbs across acres of 
shattered rock, camped by 
pristine mountain lakes — 
which we always had to 
ourselves — and were al¬ 
ways accompanied by 
views of deep gorges, wa¬ 
terfalls, and mountain 

peaks. REUTERS

Roper, since he deliberate¬ 
ly avoids detailed route de¬ 
scriptions so that hikers 
get the maximum reward 
from their wilderness ex¬ 
perience by blazing their 
own trail. 

“We are not sheep,” Rop¬ 
er said. “We want to have 


some pride in finding our 
own way. Route-finding is 
one of the great pleasures.” 

He conceded that he has 
had some complaints from 
readers that his route de¬ 
scriptions are not clear 
enough since the book, 
published by The Moun¬ 
taineers Books, first ap¬ 
peared in 1982, but he 
makes no apology for mak¬ 
ing his readers take re¬ 
sponsibility for their own 
navigation. “It makes you 
think,” said Roper, 68, who 
has been wandering the 
Sierras since 1954. “It’s 
good for humans to think.” 

One such complaint 
came from this reporter 
when trying to find his 
way up a steep talus slope

3-D thrills 


horror films and thrillers 
to be released in 3-D. 

The Creature From The 
Black Lagoon (1954) This 
classic Universal monster 
movie has been a staple of 
costume parties and hor¬ 
ror-themed toys for years. 
But it’s often forgotten 
that the original film was 
one of the great 3-D hits of 
the ’50s. Though the mon¬ 
ster itself is still one of the 
most memorable to ever 
be put on screen, the 
movie is probably best 
viewed today for nostalgia 
and camp value. 

Dial M For Murder (1954) 
Alfred Hitchcock briefly 
dabbled in 3-D with this 
classic stage adaptation. 
Rather than simply using 
3-D to prod at the audience 
with pointy objects, Hitch¬ 
cock used it subtly to cre¬ 


ate a picture box image 
that recreated the appear¬ 
ance of watching a stage 
play. Hitchcock’s careful 
depth-focused framing is 
quite atmospheric, and yes 
the master of suspense 
does include a few pop-up 
effects to make the audi¬ 
ence jump (how could 
he resist?). Even 
though the movie 
represents one of the 
most effective exam¬ 
ples of 3-D filmmak¬ 
ing, it’s rarely screened 
in it’s original format. 

Andy Warhol’s Flesh For 
Frankenstein (1973) This 
Andy Warhol produced, 
Paul Morrissey directed 
trashy horror flick is a self- 
conscious camp classic. 
Every scene features hilari¬ 
ously convoluted dialogue, 
ridiculously over the top 
acting, and buckets of fake 
blood. The quite funny and 
oddly sexualized Franlcen-

stein reboot 
should really be 
seen in any format, but 
thrives in 3-D where it’s 
just that much sillier. You 
haven’t lived until you’ve 
seen Udo Kier deliver his 
endless dying monologue 
while a giant spike pokes 
through his chest, dan¬ 
gling his heart over the au¬ 
dience. Priceless. 

Jaws 3-D (1983) and Fri¬ 
day The 13th 3-D (1982) For 
a while, horror franchises 


couldn’t resist releasing 
their third film outings in 
3-D (the title change was 
just too easy). Jaws 3 and 
Friday The 13th Part 3 are 
probably the most famous 
examples. Both movies are 
filled with 3-D gags and lit¬ 
tle else, but have barely 
been seen in 3-D since the 
’80s. Instead, generations of 
kids have simply wondered 
why stuff keeps jutting out 
towards the camera for no 
apparent reason.
